one plot. The commissioners set 
a $100,000 figure on the land and 
the Compiler Co. agreed ultimate­ 
ly to pay that amount. 
NO OBJECTORS

testified 
the land was no longer of use 
for county purposes since the 
county farm has been discon­ 
tinued and said it was his belief 
that the amount represented as 
much or more than could be ob­ 
tained at a public sale.

Mrs. Mary Waldrop, director of 
the Research School, National 
Science Institute, Bethesda, Md., 
Monday evening 
told 
approxi­ 
mately 75 members of the Fair­ 
field Parent-Teacher Association ■ 
that a recent review of 40 chil­ 
dren tested in her program to 
predict mental problems in later 
years has revealed 81 percent 
accuracy. She said that the chil­ 
dren had been tested in infancy 
in an attempt to distinguish physi­ 
cal and emotional habits which 
may lead to mental problems as 
the children matured. The recent 
tests verified the early predic­ 
tions in 32 of the children. 
Mrs. Waldrop, whose specialty 
is predicting the future develop­ 
ment of children, is currently 
working with prenursery school 
children as part of a research 
program which extends from in­ 
fancy through the first seven 
years of a child’s life. The pro­ 
gram also involves the study of 
coordination, eating habits and 
other characteristics noted in the 
nfant to indicate disturbances in 
earning abilities.

To Attain Rhythm, Control 
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URGE PLANNING 
FOR OLMSTED

(Ii . Open Chamsin 
Long irons often separate the 
BHB from the boys or the good 
goiters from the high handicap 
amateurs. These clubs frighten 
most 
average 
golfers. 
Only 
g positive attitude, plus some 
practice, will help overcome 
fear of the 2, S and 4 irons. 
Long froos are as important 
aa any clubs in the hag. When 
the average golfer makes a 
birdie it often is the result of a 
good second shot with a long 
Ira on a par 4 hole, while the 
scared player, who shies away 
from long irons, is getting a 
bogey. 
I don't advise average golfers 
ta ase the No. I iron — few 
fMd amateurs use it — but it’s 
a long iron that some pros like. 
And it was a big help to me in 
winning the Open. For instance 
OB the 599-yard par 5 ninth hole, 
the longest at Congressional, I 
used the I on each of the four 
rounds for my second shot. I 
used this chib to lay up near 
the green and it put mc in per­ 
fect position each time. Joe Day 
of the USGA tells me the IO 
pleaders made only five birdies 
on this hole for the entire 
tournament. I got two of them, 
Jpth ob tho last day. 
In practicing long irons, just 
bring the club back slowly and 
concentrate on the lower back 
part of the ball. Don’t force. 
The more loft you try to get by 
swinging hard, the lower the 
ball will go. This is because 
you are lifting and making con­ 
tact with the center of the ball 
rather than permitting the loft 
of the chibface on the 2, 3 and 
4 irons to do the work for which 
they were intended. 
So, instead of trying to hit 
those long iron shots hard, try 
hitting them easy. Do not try 
la got the shot up. do not try 
la swing hard, and do not try 
la make the ball go far. You 
wfll then find a marked im­ 
provement in your long iron 
Tiny. 
Yon must let long irons do 
ALL tho work. You cannot 
force them. When you try to 
Ut them hard you lose all the 
rhythm of your swing and all 
conM of the ball. This pre- 
vents consistency. 
Vlong irons frighten you just 
remember bow you swing the 7 
or t hen. Try to swing the 2 
and 3 ir a the same way. 
Becense you have the 2 or 3 
iron in your hands does not 
mean you have to Ut the ball 
hard. De not swing any harder 
or faster with a 2 or 3 as you 
do when using a 5 or 4 iron. 
Tho chibface will take care of 
loft and proper distance. Be­ 
ata that the shaft is

irons. You must allow for its 
longer arc. 
With determination and confi­ 
dence, plus some practice, you 
will soon make longer and 
straighter shots with the long 
irons 
Your long irons should also be 
used as trouble chibs because 
it is better to use a 2. 3 or 4 
iron than a lofted iron or wood 
when under low hanging tree 
branches. You must make the 
ball come out low and these 
are the clubs for this kind of 
work. When confronted with a 
tree the main purpose is to 
avoid further trouble. When a 
full swing is impossible, choke 
up on the grip. This cuts down 
the arc. You will get amazing 
results. 
When you seek to hook or 
slice, you will find the straight- 
faced longer irons easier to use 
than the shorter irons or long­ 
er woods.

Cost Of Preserving History Is High, SAYS MASS IN 
Park Service Finds In Restoring Old PARISH CHURCH 
Independence Hall To Original Look 


Editor's Note: The work of 
keeping Independence Hall from 
collapsing — and restoring its 
original look — will have cost 
about $2 million by 1968. Mil­ 
lions who have visited the na­ 
tion's birthplace in past years 
never have seen it as looked in 
the days of the founding fathers.

PHILADELPHIA (AP) - I t ’s 
costly to preserve and restore 
history. 
Take Independence Hall, the 
nation’s No. I shrine and home 
of the world-famed Liberty Bell. 
Since 1960 the U.S. has spent 
more than $1.2 million to keep 
the 233-year-old brick colonial 
building from collapsing. 
And when this massive restor­ 
ation is completed, perhaps by 
1089, the job will have cost 
around $2 million. 
NECESSARY EXPENSE 
Expensive but necessary, says 
Superintendent Melford 0. An­ 
derson of Independence Nation­ 
al Historical Park which oper­ 
ates—and guards — the historic 
hall and 15 other nearby struc­ 
tures and sites that are part of 
America's birth. 
Workmen today are restoring 
(for $87,400) what is caUed 
“America's most historic room” 
—the Assembly Room in Inde­ 
pendence Hall. 
HISTORIC MEETINGS 
The Continental Congress met 
in this room. And it was here 
that the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence and the Articles of 
Confederation were signed, and 
the Constitution of the United 
States drafted. 
Yet millions upon millions of 
people have never seen the 40- 
;by-40 foot chamber as it actual­ 
ly was in 1775-76. 
, REOPENS JULY 4 
On this July 4th, the Assem­ 
bly Room “will return to its ort- 
Sinai appearance," says Ander­ 
son. 
The restoration began last 
month with the chamber bared 
* to its walls, the ceiling stripped 
• to its timbers. 
“ Every nail hole on the brick 
wall, every scrap of evidence 
has been measured,” says ar­ 
chitect Lee H. Nelson. ‘‘Mortars 
have been compared. Carving 
details have been analyzed. And 
thousands of photographs have 
been studied." 
QUALITY WORK 
Anderson says the restoration 
“is being done with complete 


integrity" with the emphasis on 
“quality of work rather than 
speed.” 
‘‘More than IO years of pain­ 
staking research has been done 
by National Park Service his­ 
torians in preparing for this 
final step to recreate the true 
a n d 
original 
Independence 
Hall," Anderson says. 
“It represents the most con­ 
centrated and extensive effort 
ever devoted to an historical 
restoration in the United States." 
COURT CHAMBER NEXT 
After the Assembly Room is 
restored the same type of work 
will begin in the Supreme Court 
chamber, directly across the 
hallway and the same size as 
the assembly. 
Next the hallway where the 
original floor level, eight inches 
lower than present, will be re­ 
stored. 
After that it will be the up­ 
stairs. scene of colonial cere­ 
monials and banquets. Between 
1775 and 1785, while the Contin­ 
ental Congress used the Assem­ 
bly Room, 
the Pennsylvania 
legislature met upstairs. 
CITY OWNS BUILDING 
The city of Philadelphia pur­ 
chased Independence Hall in 
1818. The federal government 
assumed responsibility for its 
preservation in 1941, but the city 
still retains ownership. 
“The building was in very 
bad shape when we came in," 
says Anderson 
“Age. change 
and neglect had taken their 
toll.” 
Researchers have determined 
the original design was Ionic, of 
Greek influence, characterized 
by spiral and scroll-shaped col­ 
umns and shells. 
FOUND PAINT TRACINGS 
When recent woodwork was 
removed a spectacular discov­ 
ery was made: there was a 
clear outline of much of the 
original woodwork caused when 
a painter dragged his brush 
along the brick walls as he cov­ 
ered the wood edges. 
Only one wall will be fully 
paneled, says Anderson, and 
“the others will be returned to 
their 18th Century appearance: 
wooden wainscot paneling as 
high as the window sills, then 
plaster to the ceiling." 
PART OF LARGE PARK 
“A coved ceiling, meeting the 
walls on a curve, will replace 
the old flat ceiling. The existing 
floor will be lowered to its origi 


nal level and replaced with 
boards of the original type and 
width, determined by fragments 
and examination of marks left 
on joists." 
Despite the renovation the hall 
remains open to the public. 
The rehabilitation of Inde­ 
pendence Hall is the key project 
in development of a national 
park that, when completed, will 
cover five city blocks and more 
than 20 historic buildings. 
COURT RULES 
ON JURY LISTS 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court declared in a 6- 
3 opinion Monday that defendants 
in criminal cases are not consti­ 
tutionally entitled to demand 
that the trial jury or juror rolls 
include a proportionate number 
of their particular race. 
Justice Byron R. White deliv­ 
ered the court’s opinion in rul­ 
ing against Robert Swain, 19- 
year-old Negro who appealed 
from a sentence to execution in 
Alabama on conviction of rape 
of a 17-year-old white girl. 
“Neither the jury roll nor the 
venire need be a perfect mirror 
of the community or accurately 
reflect 
the 
proportionate 
strength of every identifiable 
racial group," White said. 
The 
court 
further 
ruled 
against objections by counsel 
for 
Swain 
against 
use 
of 
peremptory challenges to ex­ 
clude Negroes from serving on 
trial juries. 
“We cannot hold that the Con­ 
stitution requires an examina­ 
tion of the prosecutor’s reasons 
for the exercise of his chal­ 
lenges in any given case," said 
White. 


NEW YORK (AP) - Roman 
Catholics throughout the world 
have entered a new era of ac­ 
tive participation in the Mass, 
putting into effect liturgical re­ 
forms approved by the second 
Vatican Ecumenical Council. 
Pope Paul VI to mark the 
changes celebrated Mass in a 
Rome parish church Sunday. He 
used the Italian language in 
stead of Latin in the parts of the 
Mass for which the change had 
been decreed. He also faced the 
worshipers over a simple altar 
with the main altar/at his back. 
The use of English instead of 
Latin had been started in the 
United States on Nov. 29. 1964. 
But the change to the vernacu­ 
lar was made in Italy and some 
other parts of the world only 
Sunday. 
The pontiff in his sermon 
termed the new, simplified lit­ 
urgy of the Mass “an extraor­ 
dinary event in the dialogue be­ 
tween man and God." 
The use of modern languages 
in the Mass, Pope Paul said, 
will mean spiritual renewal for 
Roman Catholics. 


“Pair Lady” Wins 
Best Movie Award 


HOLLYWOOD (AP) - “My 
Fair Lady” won the Screen Pro­ 
ducers Guild 
Award as the 
year’s best movie, thus making 
it the odds-on Oscar favorite.

MARINES READY 
FOR COMRAT IN 
VIET NAM FIELD

WASHINGTON (AP) - De­ 
ployment of two Marine battali­ 
ons to South Viet Nam could 
lead to the first ground fighting 
between U.S. combat units and 
Communist guerrillas in that 
war. 
U.S. military men have been 
serving as individual advisers 
or on teams of advisers with 
South Vietnamese 
army and 
marine outfits in the field. 
But until now there had been 
no American ground combat 
formations in South Viet Nam. 
A 
direct 
clash 
with 
U.S. 
Marine units could result if the 
Red Viet Cong should try to at­ 
tack the vital air and naval base 
complex at Da Nang on the 
South China Sea coast. 
A major fight also could de­ 
velop if Marine patrols make 
contact with guerrillas opera­ 
ting around the base area. 
COULD MAKE CONTACT 
The Marines are likely to es­ 
tablish a defense perimeter with 
outposts, radio communications, 
and patrols roving the area. 
Some of the Marine patrols 
are likely to reconnoiter beyond 
their defense perimeter and, kl 
doing so, could get into shooting 
.scrapes with the Viet Cong. 
If a major U.S.-Communist 
ground clash should flare, it 
would carry with it both an op­ 
portunity and a danger. 
The opportunity: To deal a 
sharp and telling blow to the 
Viet Cong and to demonstrate to 
the Communists the risks they 
face if the United States should 
broaden it^ ground-war involve 
ment. 
SIGNAL TO REDS 
It may be that the landing of 
the Marine battalions is one 
more U.S. signal designed to tell 
Red North Viet Nam and Red 
China that this country is deter 
mined to keep South Viet Nam 
free. 
The danger: If the Marines 
should suffer a setback. U.S. 
prestige 
would 
be 
damaged 
throughout Southeast Asia and 
elsewhere. 
Sources said the U.S. decision 
makers had debated for some 
time whether to send in Army 
or Marine units, finally deciding 
on the 3,500 Marines.

LA. VOTE TEST 
IS THROWN OUT 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court struck down Mon­ 
day a Louisiana requirement 
that applicants for registration 
as voters give a reasonable in­ 
terpretation of the constitution 
of the state or of the United 
States. 
Justice Hugo L. Black deliv­ 
ered the unanimous decision. 
Louisiana appealed to the Su­ 
preme Court after a three-judge 
U.S. District Court in Balon 
Rouge ruled the requirement 
violated the federal Constitu­ 
tion. The District Court voted 2- 
1. 
Louisiana’s 
appeal 
empha­ 
sized that “It is fundamental 
that the right remains with the 
states to decide and declare the 
requirements for voter registra­ 
tion.” 
In reply, the Justice Depart 
ment contended racial discrim­ 
ination “resulted from the in­ 
herent versatility of the test, 
which condoned gross dispari­ 
ties. along color lines, in the 
mode of administration, the se­ 
lection of examination tests, and 
the grading of responses.” 
Black said there could be no 
doubt, from the evidence in the 
case, that the Baton Rouge 
court was “ amply justified in 
finding that Louisiana’s inter­ 
pretation test, as written and as 
applied, was part of a success­ 
ful plan to deprive Louisiana 
Negroes of their right to vote."
